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INTRODUCTION. 



Mr. HuMTBit, in the Appendix to the last Report of 
the Record Commissioners,* was the first who noticed 
the existence of a singularly valuable and curious histori- 
cal document preserved in the library of St. Peter's Col- 
lie, Cambridge, which had been extensively quoted by 
Leland in his Collectanea at the commencement of the 
sixteenth century. Leland extracts &om a MS. volume 
of Chrooides given to the College by John Warkworth, 
who was then Master, the greater portion of which is a 
mere copy of Caxton's edition of the Brute Chronicle ; 
and although, without the slightest notion of a judicious 
selection, that industrious transcriber has extracted as 
largely firom the Brute as from the other part of the ma- 
nuscript, yet his Collectanea has for three centuries been 
the only known receptacle + of a portion of the exceed-

ingly curious facts recorded in Warkworth's own Chroni- 
cle, and would, perhaps, have been for three centuries 
longer, bad not the antiquarian diligence of Mr. Hunter 
discovered its latent resting-place, and added one more 
to the many instances of valuable documents rescued 
from oblivion by that zealous and able historian. 

The following Chronicle comprises a history of the first 
thirteen years of the re^ of Edward the Fourth. " This 
eventful period," well observes Sir Henry Ellis, " though 
removed from us scarcely more than three centuries, is still 
among the darkest on our annals. Its records are con- 
fused, mutilated, and disjointed. They who wrote hig> 
tory in it, had no talents for the task ; and there was a 
ferocity abroad among the partizans of both the rival 
houses, which prevented many from even aaiembling the 
materials of history."* The paucity of documents illus- 
trating this period has, indeed, long •\- been a matter of 
regret. To meet with one, then, so loinute in parti- 
culars, abounding in new &ct8, and of indi^utable au- 
thenticity, cannot but be a matter of congratulation to 
the historian. 

It is quite unnecessary here to enlarge on the history 
of the period to which the following narrative relates. 
There is, however, one part of this diary, for in many

instances it is sufficiently minute to be called an occa- 
sional one, which must necessarily arrest the attention of 
every reader, — the account of the mysterious death of King 
Henry, exjvessed in such decided terms, and with such 
apparently perfect knowledge of every part of the trans- 
action, as cannot fell to raise strong doubts of its authen- 
ticity. On a question of so dark a nature, no excuse will 
be needed lor another writer entering into the contro- 
versy, with the aid of an addititHMl auxiliaiy of powerful 
evidence. 

Before I proceed further, I will place before the reader 
a few of the unpublished evidences I have collected rela- 
tive to this transaction : —

John Blakman*, -after Telating an anecdote of the 
patience of Henry, adds — " Consimilem etiam misericor- 
diam cum plurlbus aliis ostendit, specialiter autem duobus, 
mortem ei intendentibus, quorum unus coUo sue grave 
Tulnus inflixit, Tolens escerebraflse vel decolasse eum, 
quod tamen Rex patientisslme tulit, dicens, forsothe and 
/orsothe, ye do fouly to smyte a h/nge enoynted so ;" and 
he afterwards proceeds to state — " Et tandem mortis ibi 
corporis violentiam sustinuit propter regnum, et tunc spe-

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rabatur, ab aliis padfice possidendum." Little did the 
author of the following curious song imagine that his 
reigning sovereign would arrive at so tragical an end — 

" Now grawnt htm liit so be may — 
Pray we that Lord is Lord of alle. 
To saTfl onr Kyng, his reme ryalle. 
And let nerer myschip appon him falle, 
Ne false traytonre bim to betray. 
I praye 3one, seris, of 30nr gentre, 
Syog this carol rererently ; 
Fore hit is mad of Kyng Herre, 
Gret ned fore him we han to pray ! 
jif he fare vele, wele schul we be. 
Or ellis we may he ful sore ; 
Fore bun schal wepe mooe an e. 
Thus propheck the BIynd Awdlay."' 

And *' mone an e " doubtless <^d weep for the sainted 
Prince. The Crc^land Contnraator forcibly concludes his 
account with the following prayer: "may God grant 
time for repentance to the person, whoever he was, who 
laid his sacrilegious hands on the Lord's anointed."

Mr. Bayley says 
" we have satisfactory testimony that Henry lived at least 
up to the twenty-fifth of May," and he quotes the Foedera 
for hie authority, therehy fallii^ into an error which 
Sharon Turner made, in mistaking the day of the 
pa}'ment of certain monies for that on which they were 
incurred, — an error which Dr. lingard was the first to 
point out, and which takes away entirely the only seeming 
suhstantial evidence that has been brought forward to 
show that Henry did not die between the 2lBt and the 
22nd of May, as stated in the following Chronicle. Fleet- 
wood's narrative affirms that Henry expired on the 23rd 
'* of pure displeasure and melancholy," and this very pal- 
pable attempt at deception proves at any rate that the 
popular feeling and opinion was strong enough to induce 
the Yorkists to attempt to throw a veil over the important 
circumstantial &ct that would render a murder probable, 
viz. that Henry died the very night Edward made his 
triumphal entry into the metropolis.* Indeed, the whole

Edward made his triumphal entry into London on the 
21st, and vrent Into Kent with the Duke of Gloucester on 
the following day ; on the afternoon of the 22nd, Henry's 
hody was brought to St. Paul's, and there, as we are in- 
formed by foxa good authorities, bled afresh — 

" O, gentlemen, see, see ! dead Henry's wounds 

Open their congealed months, and bleed afresh I — 

Blush, blnsh, thon Inmp of fonl deformity ; 

For 'tis thy presence that exhales this blood 

From cold and empty veins, where no blood dwells ; 

Thy deed, inhnman and nnnatnral. 

Provokes this deluge most unqatnral." 

William Habington* remarks that " the death of King 
Henry was acted in the darke, so that it cannot be 
affirmed who was the executioner, only it is probable it 
was a resolution of the state. The care of the king's 
safety and the publlcke quiet, in some sort making it,

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however cruell, yet necessary ;" and he adds, " at what 
time his body lay in Saint Paul's, and after in Blacke- 
fiyers, a large quantity of blood issued irom his nose — 
a most miraculous way of speaking the barbarisme of 
his murther, and giving tyrants to understand that the 
dead dare in their language tell the truth, and call even 
their actions to account." I make this extract for the 
purpose of remarking on Habington's political reason for 
the murder of Henry— an ai^ument which Hume and all 
subsequent historians, with the exception of Dr. LJngard, 
have strangely underrated. If the life of Henry was of 
no importance, how was it that at Ludford the leader of 
the Yorkists considered it expedient to report his death, 
and actually cause mass to be celebrated for the repose 
of his soul, although he knew that the King was then alive 
and well*. Neither do I consider the argument alleged 
by Sir James Mackintosh -^ of much weight — it is impro- 
bable that those who through so many scenes of blood 
had ^tared the Prince should at last incur the odium of 
destroytT^ Aim. Had not the most recent of Edward's 
misfortunes been owing to him? and, moreover, while 
the child was living,^ so long as the heir apparent of the

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throne was in existence — if so, indeed, he could be called 
after the treaty made by his father — the life of Henry was 
not worth caring for in comparison with the danger of 
destroying him. But now the love of the people, stronger 
and more enthusiastic as the unfortunate Henry was 
overwhelmed with greater and increasing difficulties, 
tended towards, and, perhaps, would ultimately have ac- 
complished, the ejection of his liTal, a soTcreign who was 
inclined to deal heavily with them, and who never coidd 
have been a general fevourite. 

Warkworth informs us that the Duke of Gloucester 
was at the Tower of London on the night of the murder 
of Henry. No certain evidence has transpired relative 
to the share that this "prince had in the deed, nor is it 
to be expected that we could obtain any ; the voice of the 
people attributed the direct performance of the murder to 
him ; and his insatiable ambition, for his road was doubt- 
less more open after Henry's decease, afforded a fair 
ground for the presumption. Phihp de Comines says, 
" if what was told me be true, after the battle was over, 
the Duke of Gloucester slew this poor King Herry with 

was deprived of his lief, havioge loste also Edward his soone the 
Prynce before spoken of, the hope of all his posteritie, in the Battayle 
of Tewksbury." MS. Sloan. 3470. fol. 6, to. See also MS. Arun- 
del, Mns. Brit. 28. fol. 26, v°. which contains the only early aatho- 
rity for this view of (he transaction. . 
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his oTm hand, or caused him to be carried to some private 
place, and stood by himself, while he was killed." There 
mMst have been some reason for these rumom*8, and De 
Comines was contemporary; perhaps Gloucester might 
have had a double purpose in the death of the king — the 
accomplishment of his grand aim of ambition and the 
service of his brother. He t^pears to hare been de- 
tected in his aim at sovereignly, for Lewis Glyn Cothi 
(Works, p. 47, 1. 13.) in a poem written immediately after 
the death of Edward, seems to have had some presenti- 
ment that Richard would succeed to the throne, for he 
emphatically styles him y brenin Risiart. 

In the perusal of the following narrative every one 
must be struck with the difference between the characters 
of the two rival princes ; and although, perhaps, with the 
enthuuasm of a staunch lancastrian, its author has 
coloured the vices of the one, yet in no place has he 
magnified the virtues of the other. Nothing can be fairer 
or more sensible than the view he gives of the state of 
popular feeling, after the resumption of the throne by 
Henry. — " These were the causes, among others, which 
caused the people to grumble against him ; and the com- 
mon people said if they could have another king, he 
would regain all his lost possessions, and amend every 
corruption in the state, and bring the realm of England 
into prosperity and peace ; nevertheless, when King Ed- 
ward reigned, the people expected all the aforesfud pros- 
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perity and peace^ but it came not ; but one battle after 
another, and much trouble and loss among the common 
people." Almost every chai^, expected by the people 
to produce great and unmediate advantage to them, has 
f^ed at least in its indpient operation, and the above 
clearly accoimts for the strong reaction in favour of 
Henry. Afterwards it acted as a much more povrerful 
motive, and so deeply did the fortimes of the royal 
prisoner excite the general compassion of his subjects, 
that, after he was really deceased, no adulation was con- 
sidered sufficient to sustain the well-merited reputation 
of his moral virtues. Of this we have a remarkable in- 
stance in the legendary life of him, written by a monk of 
Windsor about the year 1500, which opens with the 
following hymn,* — 

" Salve I miles preciose. 
Rex Henrice generoae, 
Palmes tIUb celice ; 
In ndice caritatU 
Vem&nB flore sancti talis, 
Viteqne angel ice. 

" Salve I flos nobililatu, 
Lans et honor dignitatis, 
Seu Gorone regie ;

Henry the Seventh made an application to Pope 
Alexander the Sixth for the canonization of Henry, but 
his extreme penuriousnera was the reason of its not being 
carried into effect, as he was unwilling to incur the neces- 
sary expenses. 
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John Lidgate's well-known poem on the Kings of Eng- 
land concludes with the reign of Henry VI. ; but one 
manuscript * contains an addition relating to Edward IV. 
which renders the entire stanzas on those two reigns 
worthy of insertion, because the contrast is most sin- 



" Sixt Henry brought forthe in k1 vertu, 
By jvst title borne by enheriUnnce, 
Aforne providede by grace of Criste Jhesn, 
To were ij. crownys in Ynglonde and in Frannce ; 
To wbom Gode bathe yove soverayne suffisaunce 
Of vertuona lyfe, and chose hyai for his knyghte, 
Longe to rejoyse and reigne in bis righte., 

" Comforthe al thristy and drynke with gladnes 1 
Rejoyse withe myrthe thonghe ye have nate to spende ! 
The tyme is come to aroyden yowre distres — 
Edwarde the fourthe the olde wronges to amende 
Is wele dispoaede in wille, and to defende 
His londe and peple in dede, withe kynne and myghte ; 
6oode lyf and longe I pray to God hym sende. 
And that seynte George be withe bym in his righte." 

It is evident that this latter part was written at the 
commencement of the reign of Edward IV. 

The MS. which contains the Chronicle now printed

and the fac-simile of this, with a specimen of the scribe's 
calligraphy, will be found at the commencement of the 
volume. The sentence with which Warkwortb opens his 
memoranda is curious ; it is probable that he had two . 
copies of Caxton's Chronicle, in one of which he had 
written his own continuation, beginning with the words 
'* at the coronacyone of the forseyde Edward," and in the 
other, instead of making a second copy of the continua^ 
tion, he ^mply made the reference " as for aUe thynges 
that folowe, referre them to my copey, in whyche is 
wretyn a remanente [or continuation] lyke to this forseyd 
werke" [i. e. written in the same manner as Caxton's 
Chronicle.] The scribe, who made the transcript of 
Caxton now preserved at Peterhouse, had been directed 
to refer from one manuscript to the other for the con- 
tinuation, and in so doing he added Warkworth's note of 
reference by way of introduction to the new part, joining 
them together by means of the words " that is to wytt, 
that." 

The scribe of the Brute Chronicle has exchanged Cax-

ton's orth(^raphy for his own, as the reader may readily 
see by comparing the printed edition with the following 
poncluaon : — 

" And here I make ane ende of this lytelle werke as 
myche as I can fynde aftere the forme of the werke by- 
fore made by Ranulpd Monke of Chestere. And where 
ther is ony faughte I besecfae them that schal rede it to 
correcte it. For yf I cowede have founde moo storyes I 
wolde have sett in itt moo ; but the substaunce that I can 
fynde and knowe I have schortely seett them in this boke, 
to the entent that suche thynges as have be done sithe 
deythe or ende of the same booke of Poly cronycone be hade 
in rememberaunce and not putt in oblyvione, ne foi^etynge 
prayenge alle them that schalle see this simple werke to 
pardone my eymple and rude wrytynge. Endede the 
secunde day of Julij the xxij. yere of the regne of 
Kynge Edwarde the fourt, and of the incamaeyone of 
oure Lorde M'. cccc. iiij. score and tweyne. 

" Finysched and ended after the c&pey of Caxtone 
then in Westmtfnster." Fol. 214, V. 

For the sake of the general reader it may be as well 
to give the note of presentation, lithographed at the com- 
mencement of this volume, in full : — 

" liber Colle^ Sancti Petri in Cantebrigia, ex dono 
Magistri Johannis Warkeworthe, Magistri dieti Collegii, 
sub interminadone anathematis nuUatenus a libraria 
ibidem alienandus." 
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From the stfh& in whidi this is written, there can be 
no doubt that it is m Warkworth's own handwriting; 
and it is also evideat from a comparison with serer^ 
of his otttogmpbt stiU preserred in the library of the 
College. 

I have bem aUe to collect nothing relative to the per- 
■onal history of Warkworth, except ttuit he was Master 
oi St. Peter's College from a.d. 1473 to a.d. 1498.* He 
afpeaxs to have been a man of moderate learning and 
abU^y, although his story about the /f^emere partakes 
strongly of supeistitionj and a reHaace upon mere hearsay ; 
but, in some instances, his minuteness in particulars 
would lead us to believe that he was intimately acquainted 
frith the politieal affairs oi the period. 

The account which he gives <tf Henry's death k cer- 
tainty most singular. It would seem as if he had iiK 
tended fra* eveary reader a eectain asBUxaoce &r from beii^ 
voluBtarily taken—

Be that as it may, Warkworth's narrative is supported by 
the strongest collateral proof, and is therefore deserving 
of the greatest consideration. 

I may observe that much new matter to illustrate this 
period may be found in the contemporary poems of Lewis 
Glyn Cothi, a Welsh bard, part of whose worics have lately 
been published by the Royal Cymmrodorion Institution, 
under the able editorship of my Mend the Rev. John 
Jones, M.A. (T^d), of Christ Church, Oxford, and the 
Rev. W. Davies. I have made more particular reference 
to these spirited poems in the notes ; but I take the oppor- 
tunity here of pointing out to the general reader Mr. 
Jones's Introductory Essay on the Wars of the Rival 
Roses, which would have done ample credit to a work 
professing Car higher pretensions : I speak of it not as 
the result of much research, or of any difficult research 
whatever, but as being an admirable view of the facts of 
the case, discussed with great judgment and ability, and 

books given to the libiary by Warkeworthe, and from this it appears 
that he presented bia MS.

Ab fos alle thynges that folove, referre them to my copey, in 
whyche U wretyn a remanente lyke to this forseyd verke : that 
is to wytt, that, at the coronacyone of the forseyde Edwarde, he 
create and made dukes his two brythir, the eldere Qeorge Duke 
of Clarence, and his yongere brothir Richard Duke of Oloucetre ; 
and the Lord Montagu, the Erie of Warwykes brothere, the Erie 
of Northumberlonde ; and one William Stafford squiere. Lord Staf- 
forde of Southwyke ; and Sere Herbard, Lorde Herbard, and aftere 
Zjorde Erie of Penbroke ; and so the seide Lorde Stafforde was 
made Erie of Deyynschire ; the Lorde Gray RySyne, Erie of Kent- 
the Lorde Bourcbyer, Erie of Essex ; the Lorde Jbon of Bokyng- 
ham, tfae Erie of Wyltschyre; Sere Thomas Blount, knyghte, 
LordMont|joy] ; Sere Jhon Hawarde, Lorde Hawarde; William 
Hastynges he made Lorde Hastynges and grete Chamberlayne ; 
and the Lorde Ryrers ; Denham squyere, Lorde Dynham ; and 
worthy as is afore schewed ; and othere of gentylmen and yomenne 
be made knyghtes and squyres, as thei hade desserved. 

And also the fyrst yere of his regne he ordeyned a parleament, 
at whiche were atteynted Kynge Herry and all othere that fledde 
with hyni into Scotlonde oute of Englonde j and for bo mocbe as he

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tande in tyme of nede grete comforth in his comyners, he ratyfied 
and confermyd alle the fliraunsches yeve to citeis and townes^ &c. 
and grauQted to many cyteis and tounes new fraunschessea more 
than was graunted before, ryghte lai^ly> and made chaitours therof 
to the entent to have the more good wille and loTe in his londe. 

Also Quene Margrett, Herry Duke of Bxcetre, the Duke of So- 
memett, and other Lordes that fleede Englonde, bade kepte certeyne 
castelles in Northumberlond, as Awnvyk, Bambrught, Dunstone- 
brught, and also Werworthe, whiche they hade vytaled and stuffed 
bothewith£nglischemenne,Frenschemenne,andScottesmenne; by 
the whiche caatellefs] thei hade the mostepartyof alle Northomber- 
lond. Kynge Edwardeand his counselle, thynkynge andun [derj 
stondynge wat hurte myghte appene thereof, made commyssiones to 
the Bowthe and west cowntre, and hade of them gret money, wyth the 
whiche menne made redy, and beseged the same casteUe[s] in the 
moneth of Decembre in Uie yere aforseide. And Sere Peris le Bra- 
sylle, knyght, of Fraunce, and the best warrer of alle that tyme, was 
in Scotlonde to helpe Queue Margaret ; when he knew that the 
castellea were besegede, he hade zx u'. of Scottesmenne, and came 
toward Alnwyke and alle the other castels. And whenne Kynge 
Hdwardea hooste had knowlege that Sere Perys le Brasille with the 
Scottesmenne were oomynge, thei remewed from the sege and were 
a&ayed ; and the Scottesdie hoost supposed it hade be doone for 
some gayne, and thel were aSrayed; also thei durst nojt come 
n^he the castelle; for and thei hade comyne one boldly, thei 
myghte hare takyne and distressit alle the lordes and comeners^for 
thei hade lye ther so longe in the felde, and were greved with colde 
and rayne, that thei hade no coreage to fegbt, &c. Never the lattere 
whenne thei that were in the castelle beseged saw that the s^e was 
withedraw for fere> and the Scottes host a£rerde> also thei came 
oute of the castelle and lefte them opene, &c, ; and so afterwarde 
Kynge £dwardes hoost enterde into alle the hole castelle, and kept 
it, &c. 
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And after that, the castelte of BambTii^ht was yoldene to the 
Kpige, by treyatte wid apoyntment by Kerry the Duke of Somer- 
Bett that kept it, and came in to Kynge Edvardes grace, whiche 
graunted to hym a v). marke by yere, whereof he was not payede ; 
the[r]foT he departed oute of Englonde after hal£F yere into 
Scotlonde, &c. And so Kynge Edward was possessed of alle Eng- 
londe, except^ a castelle in Nortfae Wales called Harlake, whiche 
Sere Kchard Tunstall kepte, the qwhiche was gotene afterwarde 
by the Lorde Harberde. 

And in the thyrde yere of the reygne of Kynge Edwarde, and 
anno Domini M'.cccclxirj, ther was ane fervent froste thnighEng- 
londe^ and snowe, that menne myght goo overe the yise, and a fer- 
Tent colde. And also ther was holde a parleamente at West- 
mynster, in the whiche was graunted to the Kynge ane ayde, 
whiche was as moche money as the xv. parte of mennya goodes 
and ane faalfT so myche more, where of the peple grocchede sore. 

Also the iiij* yere of Kynge Edwarde, the Erie of Warwyke was 
sent into Praonce for a maryage for the Kynge, for one feyre ladye, 
soster-donghtcre to the Kynge of Fraunce, whiche was concludede 
by the Erie of Warwyke. And whiles the seydc Erie of Warwyke 
was in Fratmce, the Kynge was wedded to Elisabethe Gray, wedow, 
the qwiche Sere Jhon Gray that was hyre honsbonde was slayne at 
Torke felde in Kynge Herry partye ; and the same Elisabeth was 
doughtere to the Lorde Ryvers ; and the weddynge was prevely in 
a secrete place, the fyrst day of Maye the yere above seide. And 
when the Erie of Warwyke come home and herde hereof, thenne 
was he gretely displesyd withe the Kyng ; and after that rose grete 
discencyone evere more and more betwene the Kyng and hym, for 
that and other, &c. And thenne the Kyng put onte of the Chaun- 
celer-schepp the Bysshope of Excetre, brother to the Erie of War- 
wyke, and made the Bysshoppe of Bathe Chaonceler of Englonde. 
Aiter that the Erie of Warwyke toke to hyme in fee as many 
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knyghtysj squyers, and gentylmenne as he myght, to be strange ; 
and Kyng Edwarde dide that he myght to fehle the Erles powere^ 
And yett thei were aoorded diverse tj-mes : but thei nevere loflFyd 
togedere aftere. 

Also in the iiijw yere of the Kynge Edwarde, the monethe of 
Maij, the Duke of Somersett, the Lorde Roos, the Lorde Moleyns, 
Talboys the Erie of Kyme, Sire Phylippe Wenterworth, Sire 
Thomas Fynderne, gadred a grete peple of the northe contre. And 
Sere Jhon Nevelle, that tyme beynge Erie of Northumberlondej 
with X. Ml. men come uppon them, and there the comons fieede that 
were with them, and ther the forseide lordes were takene and after- 
ward behedede. But thenne the Lorde Montagu, the Erie of War- 
wykes brothere, whiche the Kynge bad made Erie of Northambe^ 
londe, was myglity and stronge by the same, &c. And for so moche 
as the Kynge and his counselle thought that he wolde holde with his 
Erie of Warwyke, therfor tlie Kyng and his counselle made the 
countre to desire that thei myght have the ryghtfull heyre Percy, 
Sonne to Henry Percy that was slayne at Yorke Feld, to be the Erie 
of Northumberlond ; and so it was doone. And aftere tiiis the Kynge 
made Lorde Montagu, Marquyus Montagu, and made bis sonne 
Duke of Bedford, whiche schulde wedde the princesse, the Kynges 
heldest doiighter, whiche, by possibyhte, schuld , be Kynge of 
Englonde; and so he hade many fayre wordys end no lorde- 
schyppys, but alwey he promysed he wuld do, &c. 

Also the same yere, and the yere ofoure Lord Ml-cccclxiiij. Kynge 
Edwarde chaunged the coyne of Englonde, by frhiche he hade grete 
getynge ; for he made of ane olde noble a ryall, the whiche was 
commaundyde to goo for x.s. ; nevere the latter the same ryoUe was 
put viij.d. of aley, and so weyed viij.d. more by delaynge ; and 
smote ,hym in to a newe prynte. Also he made of iij.d. a grote ; 
and also he [made] angelic noblys of vj.s. viij.d., and by diverse 
Coynes, to tiie grete harme of the comene peple. 
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Alao tiie same yere, Kynge Herry was takene bysyde a howse 
of religione in Lancaschyre, by the mene of a blacke monke of 
Abyngtone, in a wode called Cletherwode, besyde Bnngerly Hyp- 
pyngstones, by Thomas Talbott, sonne and heyre to Sere Eklmunde 
Talbot of Basshalle, and Jhon Talbott his cosyne of Colebry, withe 
other moo ; whiche dtssey vide, bey ngne at his dynere at Wadyngtone 
Halle, and caryed to Londone on horse bake, and his lege bownde 
to the styrope, and so brought thrugh Londone to the Toure, where 
he was kepte longe tyme by two squyrea and ij. yomen of the 
crowne> and ther menne ; and every manne was sufired to come 
and speke withe hym, by licence of the kepers. 

And in the v*'' yere of Kynge Edwarde, the Erie of Oxenforde, 
the Lord Abrey his aonne, and Sere Thomas Todenam knyght, 
were taken, and brought into the Toure of Londone, and there 
was leyde to them hye tresone ; and oftyrwarde thei were brought 
before the Erie of Worscetre, and juged by lawe padowe that thei 
schuld be hade to the Toure Hylle, where was made a scaffolde of 
viij. fote hy)t, and ther was there hedes smyten of, that alle menne 
myght see ; whereof the moste peple were sory. 

And in the vi. yere of Kynge Edwarde regne, the Lorde Hunger- 
forde was takene and behedede for hye treasoone at Salisbury, 
And in vij. yere of Kynge Edwarde, Sere Thomas Cooke, Sere 
Jhon Plummere, koyght, and aldermenne of Londone, and Hum- 
frey Haward and other aldermen were arested, and treasoune 
Burmysed uppone them, whereof thei were acquyte, but thei lost 
grete goodes to the Kynge, to the valowe of zL h'. marke or 
more; and diverse tymes in dyverse places of EDglonde, men 
were arestede for treasoune, and some were putt to dethe, and 
some scaped. 

And the viij. yere of the regne of Kynge Edwarde, a lytelle before 
Michaelmasse, there apperyde a blasynge sterre in tlie weste, a 
iiij. fote byghe by estymacyone, iu evenynge, goynge fro the weste 
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towBrde the northe, and so endarede v. or vj. wekes. And the 
same yere Sere Thomas Hnngerforde knyght, sonne to the Lorde 
Hnngerforde, and Herry Cnrtenev, the Erie of DcTynschyre of 
right, were takene for treasoTUie and hehedede at Saliabiuy ; and 
menne seyde the Lorde Stafforde of Sonthwyke was canse pf the 
seyde Herry Cartenayes dethe, for he wolde he the Erie of Devyn- 
schyre, and so the Kynge made hym afterwarde, and [he] hade it 
nojt halff a yere. 

And in the ix. yere of the regne of Kynge Edwarde, at mysso- 
mere, the Dnke of Clarence passede the see to Caleis to the Erie 
of Warwykcj and there weddede his donghter by the Arche- 
bysshoppe of Torke the Erie of Warwyke brothere, and afterwarde 
come OTere ayene. And anone aftere that, by ther a33ig[n]ment, 
there was a grete insurreccyon in Yorkeschyre, of dyvers knyghtes, 
aquyrea, and comeners, to the nowmbere of xx" m*. ; and Sere 
WilUam Conyars knyghtc was therre capteyne, whiche callede 
hym seU Robyne of Riddesdale ; and t^ens them aroose, by the 
Kynges commawndement, Lorde Harbarde, Erie of Penbroke, 
withe xliij. u'. of Walschemenne, the beste in Wales, and Humfray 
Stafforde, with vij. ui. of archers of the weste countre ; and as 
thei went togedere to mete the northemenne at a towne, there 
felle in a varyaunce for ther logynge, and so the Erie of Deven- 
scbyre departed from the Erie of Penbroke withe alle his menne. 
And Robyne of Riddesdale came nppone the Walschemenne in 
a playne byyonde Banbury tonne, and ther thei faughthe strongly 
togedere, and ther was the Erie of Penbroke takene, and his brother 
withe hym, and two m1. Walsehmenne slayne, and so the Walsch- 
men loste the felde the xxvj. day of Juylle the same yere. The 
names of the gentylmen that were slayne of Walsche party in the 
same batelle : — Sere Rogere Vaghan, knyght ; Herry Organ sonne 
and heyre ; Thomas Aprossehere Vaghan, squyere ; William Har- 
barde (xf Breknoke, squyere ; Watkyn Thomas, sonne to Rogere 
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Yaghan j Trtn i^ Jhon of Merwyke ; Davy ap Jankyn of Lym- 
meryke; Harry Doneap Pikton} John Done of Kydwelle; Hyae 
ap Morgon ap Ulston ; Jankyn Perot ap ScOttesburght: j John 
Eneand of Penbrokeschire ; and Jhon Contour c^ Herforde. And 
of the north party ther was aUyne Sere Herry Latymere, sonne and 
heyre to the Lorde Latymere { Sere Rogere Pygot, knyghte ; James 
Ccmya[r]Sj sonne and heyre to Sere Jhon Conya[r]8, knj^ht; 
OUvere Andleyt squyere ; Thomas Wakes sonne and heyre ; WUUam 
Mallerye, squyere ; and many othere comyners, &c. And at that 
tyme was the Lorde Ryrers takene, and one of his sonnea, in the 
forest of Dene, and brought to Northamtone, and the Ekle of Pen- 
broke a[nd] Sere Riohard Herbarde his brother vers behedede at 
Northamtone, alle liij. by tiie commawndement of the Duke of 
Clarence and the Erie of Warwyke ; and Thomas Harbarde was 
slayne at Brystow, &c. And at that same tyme was Stafford, that was 
£rle of Deiynschyre but half a yere, take at Bryggewatere by the 
comons ther in Somersettschyre, and ther ryghte behedede. And 
after that the Archebysschoppe of Yorke had undenrtondynge that 
Kynge Edwarde was in a vilage bysyde Northamptone, and alle his 
p^le he reysyd were fledde fro hym j by the avyse of the Duke 
of Clarence and the Erie of Warvryke he rode with certeyne hors- 
menne hameysed withe hym, and toke Kynge Edwarde> and had 
hym unto Warwyke castelle a ly telle whyl^ and afterwarde to Yorke 
dte i and ther, by foyre speohe and promyse, the Kynge scaped 
oute of the Bisshoppys handes, and cune unto Londone, and dyd 
what hym lykede. And the same yere, the xzix. day of Septembre, 
Hnmfrey Nerylle, knyght, and Charles hia brotbere, were takene 
by the 'Erie of Warwyke, and behedede at Yorke, the Kynge beynge 
present. And in the same yere [was] made a proclamacyone at the 
Kynges Benche in Westmynstere, and in the cyte of Londone, and 
in alle Englond, a generalle pardone tylle alle manere of men for 
alle manere insurroccyons and trespasses} and alio a hole zv*i". 
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scliulde be gaderyd and payed that same yere at Mftrtynmuse, and 
at oure Lady-Day in Lent after ; whiche noyed the peple, for th« 
had payed a lyteUe before a gret taske, and the xv. parte of every 
mannes good^ &c. 

And in the z. yere of Kynge Edwardes regne^ in the moneth 
of Marche, the Lorde Willovby, the Lorde Welles his sonne, 
Thomas Delalond knyght, and Sere Thomas Dymmoke knyght, 
the Kynges Champyon, droff oute of Lyncolneschyre Sere 
Thomas & Barghe, a knyght of the Kynges howse, and poUede 
downe his place> and toke alio his goodes and cataylle that thei 
myghte fynde, and thei gaderid alle the comons of the schyre to 
the novmbre of xxx. mI., and cryed " Kynge Herry/' and refused 
Kynge Edwarde. And Qie Duke of Clarence and the Erie of 
Warvyke cansede alle thisj lyke as thei dyde Robyne of Riddes- 
dale to ryse afore that at Banbury felde. And wbenne Kynge Ed- 
warde herde hereof, he made onte his commyssyons, and gaderyd a 
grete peple of menne, and sent his pardone to the Lorde Wyllowby, 
and a commaundement that thei schuld come to hym, and so he 
dyd. And whenne the Kynge was sure of hym, he and alle his oste 
went towarde Lyncolneschyre, the Lord Welles, and alle the othere 
peple were gaderd togedere, and commawndede Lorde Wyllowby to 
sende a lettere to hys sonne and to alle the peple that he gaderyde, 
that thei schulde yelde them to hym as to ther sovereyne Lorde, or 
ellys he made a woue that the Lorde Willowby schuld lese his 
hede ; and be wrote and sent his lettere forthe, but therfor they 
wulde no;t ceysse ; wherfor the Kynge comawndyde the Lorde 
Wyllowhby hede for to be smytene of, notwithstondynge his par- 
done. And so the Kynge toke his oste and went towarde his ene- 
myes, and losyde his gonnys of his ordynaunce uppone them, and 
fanght with them, and anone the comons fledde away ; bnt ther was 
many manne slayne of Lyncolneschyre, and the Lorde Wellys, Sere 
Thomas Delalonde, and Sere Thomas Dymmoke, knyghtys, takene 
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and beheddede. And whenne the Duke of Clarence Mid the Earl 
of Warwike herde the felde was loste, and how there cowntelle was 
dyscorerede, thei fledde westwarde to the see syde, and toke there 
here scfaippya, and aayled towarde SoQthamptone, and e[n]tendet 
there to have a grete achyppe of the seide Erie of Warwykea, 
callyde the Trinite ; but the Lorde Scalei, the Quenes brother, 
was wnt thedere by the Kyngee commawndemeDt, and other 
witbe hym, and faught with the seide Duke and Erie, and toke 
there dyrerse scbyppes of theres and many of ther men therun; 
ao that the Doke and the Erie were fayne to flee to the Kynge of 
Frsnnce, where thei were worschipfnlly receyred. And after this 
the Kynge Bdwarde came to Southamptone, and commawndede 
the fiirle of Worcetere to sitt and juge suche menne as were taken 
in the schyppea, and so xx. persones of gentyltnen and yomenne 
were hangede, drawne, and qoartered, and hedede ; and after that 
tbel hanged uppe by the leg^s, and a stake made scharpe at bothe 
endea, whereof one ende was putt in att bottokya, and the otiier 
ende ther heddes were putt uppe one i for the whiche the peple 
of the londe were gretely displeayd ; and erere afterwarde the Erie 
of Worcestre waa gretely bebatede emonge the peple, for ther 
dyaordinate dethe that he used, contrarye to the lawe of the londe. 

And whenne the seide Duke of Clarence and the Erie of Warwyke 
were in Fiaunce, there apperede a btasynge sterre in the weste, and 
the flame therof lyke a spere hede, the whiche dyrerse of the 
Kyngea houae sawe it, whereof thei were falle aore adrede. And 
thanne in Fraunce whenne the seide loidea where, thei toke there 
counselle qwhat waa beate for to do; and thei coude fynde no 
remedy but to sende to Quene Margaret, and to make a maryage 
betwez Prynce Edwarde, Kynge Herry sonne, and an other of the 
aeid Erie of Warwikys doughtem, whiahe was concluded, and in 
Fraunce worachippfiilly wedded. And there it was apoyntede 
and acordede that Kynge Herry schuld rejoyse the kyngdome of 
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Englonde ageyne, and regne as welle as lie dyd before, and after 
hym hys Prjiice Edward and his heyres of his body lawfully 
begotj-ne ; and if it appenede that he disceysed n-itheoute heyres 
of his body lawfully gotene, thenne schulde the Ityngdome of Eng- 
londe, witli the lordschyppes of Irlonde, remane unto Geoi^e, the 
Duke of Clarence, and bis heyre[s] for evere more. Also it was 
apoyncted and agreede that Herry Duke of Excetre, Edmunde 
Duke of Somersett, brother to Herry that was slayne at Hexham 
felde, the Erie of Devynschire called Courtnay, and alle otbere 
kn^^htes, squyers, and alle other that were putt oute and atayntede 
for Kynges Herry quarrelle, schulde come into Englonde ageyne, 
and every man to rejoyse his owne lySode and inhaby tauntes ; 
ffhiche olle this poyntment aforeseide were wrytene, indentyde, 
and sealede, bytwixc the aeide Guene Margaret, the Prynce hire 
Sonne, in that one party, and the Duke of Clarence, and the Erie 
of Warwik, one that othere party. And moreovere, to make it 
sore, thei were swome, and made grete othys ecbe to othere, wiclie 
was done be alle Kynge of Fraunce counselle. 

And in the same x. ycre aforeseide, a lytelle before Michaelmesse, 
the Duke of Clarence and the Erie of Warwyke londede in the 
west countre, and gadered there a grete peple. The Lorde 
Markes Montagu hade gaderyd vi. mL men, by Kynge Edwardes 
commysyone and commaunderaent, to the entente to have re- 
cistede the seide Duke of Clarence, and the Erie of Warwyke. 
Nevere the lattere, the seide Markes Montagu hatyde the Kynge, 
and purposcde to have taken hym ; and whenne he was withein a 
inyle of Kynge Edwarde, he declarede to the peple that was there 
gaderede with hym, how Kynge Edwarde hade fyrst yevync to hym 
the eriedome of Northumberlonde, and Jiow he toke it from hym 
and gaff it Kerry Percy, whos fadere was slayne at Yorke felde ; 
and how of late tj-me hade he made hym Markes of Montagu, and 
yaflf a pyes neste to mayntene bis astate withe: wherefor he yaff 
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knoleage to his peple that he wulde holde withe the Erie of War- 
wyke, his brothere, and take Kynge Edwarde if he myght, and aUe 
tho that volde holde with hym. But anone one of the oste went 
oute frome the fellawschippe, and tolde Kynge Edwarde alle manere 
of thynge, and bade hym avoyde, for he was nojt stronge enoghe 
to gyff bat&yle to Markes Montagu ; abdthen anone Kynge Eklwarde 
haysted hym in alle that he myght to the towne of Lynne, and ther 
he toke schyppynge one Michaelmesse day, in the x. yere of his 
regne, with Lorde Hastynges, that was the Kynges Chamberleyne, 
Lorde Say, withe dyverse other knyghtes and squyers, passed and 
saylede overe the see into Flaunders, to his brother-in-lawe the 
Duke of Buigeyne, for socoure and heipe, &c. 

Here is to knowe, that in the begynnynge of the moneth of Oo 
tobre, the yere of oure Lorde a m.ccccIxx, the Bisshoppe of Wya- 
chestere, be tiie assent of the Duke of Clarence and the Erie of 
Warwyke, went to the toure of Liondone, where Kynge Herry was 
in presone by Kynge Eklwardes commawndement, and there toke 
hyme from his kepers, whiche was n03t worschipfully arayed as a 
prince, and no}t so denly kepte as schuld seme stu^e a Prynce ; 
thei hade hym oute, and newe arayed hym, and dyde to hyme grete 
reverens, and brought hyme to the palys of Westmynster, and so 
he was restorede to the crowne ageyne, and wrott in alle lus lettres, 
wryttes, and other recordes, Uie yere of his regne, Atmo regvi Regit 
Haaid Stxti guadrageama nono, et readempcionia sue regie potet- 
tatit prima. Whereof alle his goude lovers were fulle gladde, and the 
more parte of peple. Nevere the lattere, before that, at he was putt 
oute of his reame by Kynge Edwarde, alle Englonde for the more 
partye hatyd hym, and were fulle gladde to have a chounge j and the 
cause was, the good Duke of Glouceter was put to dethe, and Jhon 
Holonde, Duke of Excetre, poysond, and that the Duke of Sufiblke^ 
tlie Lorde Say, Danyelle Trcvyhane, and other myscheves pepic 
tb.it were aboute the Kynge, were so covetouse towarde tbem stiff, 
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and dyde no force of tlie Kynges honour, ne of his wele, ne of the 
comone wele of the londe, where Kynge Herry trusted to them 
that thei sohuld do, and labour in tyme of innocence evere for Uie 
comone wele, whiche thei dyde contrary to his wiUe ; and also 
Fraunce, Normandy, Gasgoyne, and Guyane was lost in his tyme. 
And these were the causes, withe other, that made the peple to gruge 
ageyns hym, and alle bycause of his fals lordes, and nevere of hym ; 
and the oomon peple seyde, yf thei myghte have another Kynge, 
he schulde gett alle ageyne and amende alle manere of thynges that 
was amysie, and brynge the reame of Englond in grete prosperite 
and reste. Nevere the lattere, whenne Kynge Edwarde iiij''> regnede, 
the peple looked after alle the forseide prosperytes and peece, hut 
it came not ; but one batayle afCere another, and moche troble and 
grett losse of goodes amonge the comone peple i as fyrste, the xv. 
of alle there goodes, and thanne anehole xv., atyettateveryhat«U 
to come ferre oute there countreis at ther awne coste ; and these 
and snche othere brought Englonde ryght lowe, and many menne 
seyd that Kynge Edwarde hade myche blame for hurtynge marchan- 
dyse, for in his dayes thei were not in other londes, nore witbein 
Englonde, take in suche reputacyone and credence as thei were 
afore, &c 

And zxTJ. day of Novembre, Kynge Herry callede a parleament 
at We»tmynBter,heynge there George the Archebysshoppeof Yorlce^ 
Chaunceler of Englonde, whiche [discussed] this proposicion before 
the Kynge and his Lordes and the comons of that same paiieament 
assemblede, Revertimini ad tneJiUi reverteniea, eyo enim vir vetler. 
Jeremie iereio,etc. And in the moneth of Februarij after, Herry Duke 
of Exoetre, Eadmunde Duke of Somersett, Lorde Jhon of Somer- 
sett his brothir, Erie of Ormond, Jasper Erie of Fenbroke, brother 
to the Kynge Kerry, and the Erie of Richmonde, with many other 
knyghtys, aod squyres, gentilmen, and yomen, came into Englonde, 
and entered into ther lordschippys and londe, whiche at the parlea- 
ment above seide and alle otlier attaynderes that were made in 
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K^ig« Eldvardya tyme were anullede, and Kynge Herrjr was 
unitted to his crowne and dignite ageyne, and alls his men to there 
enherytaunce. And thenne was takeae the Erie of Worcetre, 
whiche was aiested and areynede befor Sere Jhon Veere, the Erie 
of Oxenforde, sonne and heyre to the forseide Erie of Oxenforde 
whiohe was behedede at the Toure Hille, as before wrytene; and 
so the Erie of Worcetre was juged be suohe lawe as he dyde to 
other manne ; and, whenne he was dede, his body and his liede 
was buryede togedyr at the Blacke Frerys in Londone, with alle the 
hoDoure and worschjrppe that his frendea coude do. Also Quene 
Elisabeth, Kynge Edwardes wyf, wiche hade welle vetelede and 
fortifyed the Toure of Londone, when sche herde that here so- 
evereyne and husbonde was fledde, ache went secretly oute of the 
toure in to sanctuary at Westmynster, with alle here childrenei 
and sche hir selff was grete withe childe, and was delyverede ther 
ryght of a Sonne that was callede Frynce Edwarde of Englonde! 
and ther sche abode stylle in grete troble, tylle Kynge Edwarde 
cune in ageyne tylle hire. 

And in the secunde weke of Marcbe^ the xliz. yere of the regae 
of Kynge Herry the vj*^, and in the x. yere of the regne of Kynge 
Edwarde the iiij'', the same Kynge Edwarde toke h^ schippynge 
in Flaunders, and hade withe hym the Lorde Hastynges and the 
Lorde Say, and ix. c. of Engliamenne and three hundred of Flem- 
mynges with hande^gonnes, and sailed toward Englonde, and hade 
grete troble uppoii the see with stormys, and tost a schyjipe withe 
horse ; and purpost to have londede in Northfoike, and one of the 
Erie [of] Oxenfordea brother withe the comons of the cuntxe arose 
up togedere, and put hym abake to the see ageyne. And after 
that, at he was so trobled in the see, that he was fkyne to londe in 
Yorkeschyre at Ravcnys-spore ; and there rose ageyns hym alle 
tlie cuntre of Holdemes,' whose capteyne was a preste, and a per- 
Bone in the same cuntre called Sere Jhon Westerdale, whiche aftyr- 
warde for his abused disposycion was casteu in presone in the 
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Marchalse at Londone by the same Kynge Edv&rde : for the same 
preste mett Kynge Edwarde and askede the cause of his landynge ; 
and he ansveryde that he came thedere by the Erie of Northum- 
berlondes avyse, and schewede the Erles lettere y-send to hym, &c. 
undere his seale; and also he came for to clayme the Dachery of 
Yorke, the whiche was his inherytaunce of ryght, and so passed 
forthe to the cite of Yorke, where Thomas Clyfford lete hym inne, 
and ther be was examynede ayenne ; and he seyde to the mayre 
and aldermenne and to alle tlie comons of the cite, in Ukewyse as 
he was afore in Holdernes at his landyng : that was to sey, that 
[he] ncTere wulde clayme no title, ne take uppone honde to be 
Kynge of Englonde, nor wulde have do afore that tyme, but be 
excitynge and sturing of the Erie of Warwyke ; and therto afore 
alle peple, he cryed " A ! Kynge Herry ! A ! Kynge and Prynce 
Edwarde ! " and wered ane estryche feder, F^rynce Edwardes 
lyrery. And after this he was aufferd to passe the cite, and bo 
helde his wey southwarde, and no man lettyd hym ne hurtyde hym. 
Afterwarde that, he came towarde Notyngham, and ther came 
to hym Sere William a Stanley with ccc. men, and Sere William 
Norys, and dyverse other menne and tenauntes of Lorde Haa- 
tynges, so that he hade m'. m'. menne and moo ; and anone aftere 
he made his proclamacyone, and called hym self Kynge of Englonde 
and of Fraunce. Thenne toke he his wey to LfCycetre, where 
were the Erie of Warwyke and the Lord Markes his brother 
with iiij. Ml. menne or moo. And Kynge Edwarde sent a mes- 
syngere to them, that yf thai wulde come oute, that he wulde 
feght withe them.'. But the Erie of Warwyke hade a letter from 
the Duke of Clarence, that he schulde not feght withe hym tylle 
he came hym self; and alle was to the distruccion of the Erie of 
Warwyke, as it happenede eftyrwarde. Yet so the Erie of War- 
wyke kept stille the gates of the toune schet, and sutfrede Kynge 
Edwarde passe towarde Londone j and a litelle oute of Warwyke 
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mett the Dnke of Clarence with Kynge Edwarde, with vij. ul. men, 
and ther thei were made acorde, and made a proclamadon forthe- 
withe in Kynge Edwardes name ; and so alle covandes of fydelite, 
made betwyx the Duke of Clarence, and the Erie of Warwyke, 
Quene Mai^arete, Prince Edwarde hir sonne, bothe in Englonde and 
in Fraunce, were clerly brokene and forsakene of the seide Duke of 
Clarence ; whiche, in conclusione, was distruccion bothe to hym 
and them : for peijury schall nevere hare better ende, witheoute 
grete grace of Qod. Videfinem, Sfc. 

Eyng Herry tbenne was in Londone, and the Archebysshoppe of 
Yorke, withein the Bysschoppys of Londone palece. And on the 
wennyaday next before Ester-day, Kynge Herry and the Arche> 
byssc^oppe of Yorke with hym roode aboute liondone, and desirede 
the peple to be trew unto hym ; and every manne seide thei wulde, 
Nevere the latter, Ur3wyke,recordereof Londone, and diverse alder- 
men, suche that hade reule of the cyte, commaundede alle the peple 
that were in hames, kepynge the cite and Kynge Herry, every manne 
to goo home to dynere ; and in dynertyme Kynge Edwarde was late 
in, and so went forthe to tiie Bisshoppes of Londone palece, and 
ther toke Kynge Herry and the Archebisschoppe of Yorke, and 
pat theme in warde, the thursday next before Ester-day. And the 
Arcbebysschoppe of Cawnterbury, the Erie of Essex, the Lorde 
Bamesse, and suche other as awyde Kynge Edwarde good wylle, 
as welle in Londone aa in othere places, made as many menne as 
thei myghte in atrengthynge the seide Kynge EMwarde ; so then 
be was a vij. uK menne, and ther thei refresched welle them self 
alle that day, and good frydu. And upone E^ter evyne, he and 
alle his oste went toward Bamett, and caryede Kynge Kerry withe 
hym ! for he hade understondyng that the Erie of Warwycke and 
the Duke of Excetre, the Lorde Markes Montagu, the Erie of 
Oxenforde, and many other knyghtes, squyers, and comons, to the 
nombre of xx. m'., were gaderide h^edere to f^hte ageyne Kynge 
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Edw&rde. But it happenede that he irithe hit oste were eit- 
terede into the toune of Bamet, before the Erie of Warwyke and 
his hoat. And so the Erie of Warwyke and his host lay witheoute 
the towne alle nyght, and ebhe 6f them lodsede gonnes at otheK, 
alle the nyght. And on Ester day in the momynge, the xiiij. day 
of Apryl, ryght erly, eche of them came Uppone othere ; and ther 
was soche a grete myste, that nether of them myght see othere 
pbrfitely ; ther thei faughte, from iiij. of clokke In the tnomynge 
unto X. of clokke the fore-none. And dyrerse tymes the Erie Of 
Warwyke party hade tlie victory, and suppoSede that thei hade 
wonne the felde. But it hapenede so, that the Erie of Oxenfbrdes 
men hade uppon them ther lordes lyvery, hothe before and behynde, 
which was a sterre withe stremys, iriche [wm] myche lyke Kynge 
Edwardes lyvery, the sunne with stremys ; and the myste was so 
thycke, that a manne myghte not profytely juge bne thynge from 
anothere ; so the Erie of Warwikes menne schott and faughte ayens 
the Erie of Oxenfordes menne, wetynge and supposynge that thei 
hade bene Kynge Edwardes menne ; and anone the Erie of Oxen- 
forde and his menne cryed " treasonne ! treasoune !" and fledde 
awaye from the felde withe viij. c. menne. The Lorde Markes 
Montagu was agreyde and apoyntede with Kynge Edwarde, and put 
uppone hym Kynge Edwardes lyvery ; and a manne of the Erles of 
Warwyke sawe that, and felle uppone hyme, and kyllede hym. 
And whenne flie Erie of Warwyke sawe his brothere dede, and 
the Erie of Oxenforde fledde, he lept« one horse-backe, and 
flede to a wode by the felde of Harnett, where was no waye 
forthe ; and one of Kynge Edwardes menne hade espyede hyme, 
and one came uppone hym and kylled hym^ and dispolede hyme 
nakede. And so Kynge Edwarde gate that felde. And ther was 
slayne of the Erie of Warwykes party, the Erie hym self, Markes 
Montagu, Sere William Tyrelle, knyghte, and many otiter. The 
Duke of Excetre faugth manly ther that day, and was gretely 
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(fes^olede and woundede, and Idfie nakede tot dede in the felde, 
and io lay ther from vij. of clokke tille iiij. after none ; whiche was 
tkk^ up and brought to a house by a manne of his owne ; and a 
Itehe brot^ght to hym, and so aftefwarde brought in to ^ancuarij 
at Westroynster. AtiJ ome Kynge Edwardes party was alayne the 
liOrde CrawmweUe, sonne And beyre to the Erie of Essex, Lord 
Barnea Bonn6 and heyre, Lordie Say, and dyverse other, to the 
nntnbrd (of bothe partys)' iiij. -liK menne. And after that the 
felde was dtln, Kyng^ Edwarde commaundyd bothe the Erie of 
WoTwikes body and tlie Lord Markes bCidy to be patt iii a carte, 
and retui'ned bym with aHe his oste ageyne to Londone ; and 
there commaiindede the fiBide ij. bodyes to be layede in the chyrche 
of Paulis, one the pavement, that 6very manne inyght« see them ; 
and so' th^y lay i^. or iiij. days, and afterwarde where buryede. 
And Kyrig6 Herry, beynge in the forwarde durynge the bataylle, 
was not hart; but be was brougbte ageyne to' the Toure of Lon- 
donej ther to be kept. 

And Qoene Morget, and Prince Edwarde hire sonne, with other 
knygtes, Sqtfyres, and oAer menne of the Kyng of Fraunce, hade 
navytobrynge them to Englond: whiche, whennethei wereschip- 
ped in FraunCe, the Wynde was so contrary unto them xvij. dayes 
and nyghtes, that [thei] myght not come hotn Normandy with un- 
to Englonde, whiche withe a wynd myght have seylede it in xij. 
om^s ; whiche at the xr^. dayes ende one Ester day at the evyne 
tbe[i] landed at Weymouthe, and so by londe from Weymouthe 
th«[i]' roode' ta Excdtre'; aiid mette withe hire, at Weymouth, 
Edmonde' Dufee of Somersett, the Lorde Jhon his brother, brother 
to Heripy Dtdte' of Somerset slayne at Ezham, and Corteney the 
Erie of DefynSchyre, and many othere. And on Ester mounday 
i^&s brought (ithingytf to them, that Kynge Edwarde hade wonne 
titb f^lde at Bamett, taid that Kynge Herry was put into the 
Toure ayenfe. And onone rfghte thei made oute commaunde- 
mehted, in tihe Qaenes namti and t'he I^ynce, to alle the weste 
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covmtre, and gaderet grete peple, and kepte hire wey towarde the 
toune of Brystow. And when tlie Kynge herd that thei were 
landede, and hade gaderede so myche peple, he toke alle his hoste, 
and went oute of Londone the weonysday in Ester weke, and 
manly toke his waye towarde them ; and Prynce Edwarde herd 
therof ; he hastede hym self and alle hia oste towarde the towne 
of Glouceter, but he enteryd 003! into the towne, hut held forthe 
his wey to the towne of Teukesbury, and ther he made a felde 
n0}t ferre from the ryrer of Saverne ; and Kynge Edwarde and 
his oste came appone hym, the Saturday the fourth day of Maij, 
the yere aforeseide of oure Lorde a ui. cccclxxj., and the zj yere 
of Kynge Edwarde. And Edmunde Duke of Somersett, and Sere 
Hugh Chuteneye, went oute of the felde, by the whiche the felde 
was broken ; and the moste parte of the peple fledde awaye £rom 
the Prynce, by the whiche the feld was loste in hire party. 
And ther was slayne in the felde, Prynce Edward, whiche cryede 
for Bocoure to his brother-in-lawe the Duke of Clarence. Also 
ther was slayne, Curteney the Erie of Devynschyre, the Lorde 
Jhon of Somersett, the Lorde Wenloke, Sere Edmunde Hampden, 
Sere Robart Whytyngbam, Sere William Yaus, Sere Nicholas 
Hervy, Sere Jhon Delvis, Sere WiUiam Feldynge, Sere Thomas 
Fiztharry, Sere Jhon Leukenore, knyghtes ; and these were taken 
and behedede afterwarde, where tiie Kynge hade pardoned them 
in the abbey cherche of Teukesbury, by a prest that tumyd oute 
at his messe and the sacrament in his handys, whanne Kynge 
Edwarde came with his swerde into the chirche, requyrede hyme 
by the vertu of the sacrament that he schulde pardone alle tho 
whf>s names here folowe ; the Duke of Somersett, the Lorde of 
Seynt Jhones, Sere Humfrey Audeley, Sere Gervia of Clyftone, 
Sere William Qremyby, Sere WiUiam Gary, Sere Thomas Tres- 
ham, Sere William Newbrugh, knyghtes, Kerry Tresham, Walter 
Curtenay, Jhon Florey, liowes Myles, Robart Jocksone, James 
Gowere, James Delvis, sonne and heire to Sere Jhon Delvis ; 
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vhiche, tippone trtut of the Kynges pardone yevene in the same 
chirche the Saturday, abode ther stille, where thei myght have 
gone and saryd ther lyres; wbiche one monday aftere were 
behedede, no}twhitstondynge the Kynges pardone. And afterward 
these ladyes were takene, — Quene Mai^ret, Prynce Edwardes wyf, 
the secunde dowghtere of the Erie of Warwylces, the Countasse 
of Devynschire, Dame Kateryne Vaus. And these were taken, and 
nojt slayne ; Sere Jhon Fortescu, Sere Jhon Sentlow, Sire Herry 
R008, 'niomas Ormonde, Doctour Makereil, Edward Fulforde, 
Jhon Parkere, Jhon Bassett, Jhon Wallys, Jhon Thromere Thr<^- 
mertone, and dyverse other men. And there was takene grete good, 
and many good horse that were brought &ome beyond the see. 

And in the same tyme that the batelle of Teukesbury was. Sere 
Watere Wrotty[sJle and Qeflfrei Gate, knygtes of the Erie of 
Warwykes, were govemers of the towne of Caleys, dide sende Sere 
Geoi^e Broke knyghte oute of Caleys, with ccc. of soudyours unto 
Thomas fiastarde Fakynebrygge, that was one the see with the Erie 
of Warwykes nary, that he schnlde the navy save, and goo into 
Kent, and to reyse alle Kent, to that entente to take Kynge Herry 
ooteofthe t«ureanddiBtroyeKyngEdwarde,yfhemyghte; whiche 
Bastarde came into Kent, to Caunturbury, and he, withe helpe of 
other gentylmenne, thei reysed up alle Kent, and came to Londone 
the T. day of Maij the yere aforeseide. But thenne the Lorde Scales, 
that Kynge Edwarde hade lefte to kepe the cyte, with the Meyre and 
Aldermen, wulde nojt suffre the seid Bastarde to come into the cite ; 
for thei had understondynge that Prince Edwarde was dede, and alle 
his hoste discomfytede : wherefor dte Bastarde loosede his gonnes 
into the citee, and brent at Atgate and at Londone brygge ; for the 
whiche brynnynge, the comons of Londone where sore wrotlie, and 
gretely mevyd ayens them : for and thei bad nojt brent, the comons 
of the cyte wulde have leett the^ in, m^e of the Lorde Scales 
bede, the Mayre and alle his brethyr. Wherefor the Bastarde and 
alle his hoste went orere at Kyngstone Brygge, z, myle westwarde, 
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ftid hadp purposed fo have distruyt Kyng^ Edwarde, or to have 
dryve hym oute qf the londe. And if the BastarJde hade holde forth« 
his way, Kyngp Edwarde be possibilyte cuude ^03t be payfet^ 
pai reqsted thp JSsstarde; for the Bastaide bade nuJO theo 
XX. ul goode nien velle bamessede, and evere as he went the 
peple felle to hym. The Lorde Scales, and dyrerve othere of 
Kynge ^d^'ardes counselle th^ were in I^ondone, Jiawe tba^ tbe 
Bastarde and his OBte ^ent westwarde, and tb^t it schuld be a 
gtettere juperdy to Kynge Edwarde thenne was Baniet fatde or 
Teukesbury fel^e^ (in ao moche when the feld£ of Teuke^buiy 
was done, his oste was departede from ;) where£or thej promysed 
to the Bastarde, and to dyrerse other tbat were aboute hyni; 
and in especyalle to one Nicholas Fauntt, Meyre of CsvOnter- 
bury, tiiat he scbulde entret hym to tume homwarde ageyn. And 
for as mycbe a? fayre wordes and promyaea makes fooles fayne, &fi 
Bastarde commaundede alle his oate to tume to Blakhetbe a^yn ; 
wbiche was distruccioo of hyme self ^d many otheie ; fojr snone 
after, by the Duke of Gloucetre in Yorkeachyre, the aeide Bastarde 
was behedede, nojtwithstondynge he hade a chaitere of pardone; 
and Nicholas Fauntt was afterward hangede, drswene, aijd quarr 
terede in Caunterbury. And whene the Bastarde and alle his oste 
^ere come to the Blakheth ageyne, in the next mornings be wiihe 
tlie Boudypurs and schypmen of Caleis, to the nombre of -vj. c 
horsemen, stole awaye frome the oste and roode to Rouchester, and 
frome tbens to Sandwyche, where the Bastard abode the Kyngea 
comynge, and the soudyours saylede overe see to Caleys. And 
whenne tlie oste anderstode that ther Capteyne was stole from 
them, thei kepte them togedere alle a day and a nyght, and thanne 
every manne departede to bis owne howse. And when Kynge 
Edward herde thereof, he was gladde, &c. 

Here is to knowe that Kynge Edwarde made oute commyssyons 
to many schyres of Eu^onde ; whiche in a x. dayes ther came to 
hyu, where he was, to tbe nowmbrp of s^. if'>> god cwng 
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Titbe the ^^nge tq Londone, uid ther he was voncfaipfiilly le- 
oeyrid. And the wme cyghte that Eyqge Edwaidecame toLoor 
done, Kynge Herry, beynge inwarde ia presooe in t^e Toure of 
Londooe, was putt to dethe^ the z^. day at Msij, on a tywesday 
nyght, betwyz zj, and xij. of the dt^j ^>eyiige ^enjoe^t the 'ft^uie 
the Di^te of Gloucetre, hrothere to Kynge Edwacde, and many 
other } and one the morwe he was cheatyde and brojjght to Paulysj 
and bis face was opyne that every manne myghte see hyjine j and 
in hys lytuge he bledde one the pament ther ; a^td afi^c^ard »p 
the Blake Fryrea vaa bionghte, and ther he blede i^ew ao/l fresche } 
and boja theos he was caryed to Chyrchesey abbey in a bote, and 
buryed there in oure J^ady chapelle. On the piorwe tb^t the 
Kynge was come to Londone, for the goode servyae that Londone 
hade done to bym, be made knyghtei of the Aldermenne, Seze 
,Jhon Stolutone, Sire Rauf Vemey, Sere Richard Ijee, Sere Jhoa 
Yonge, Sere William Ta^our, Sere George Irlaade, Sere Jhon 
Stokere, Sere Mathew Philyppe, Sere William Hamptone, Serf) 
Thomas Stalbroke, Sere Jhon Crosby, Sere Thomas Urswike, 
Becordere of Londone. And after that, the Kynge and alle his 
oste toode into Kent to Caunterbury, where many of the coontre 
that where at Blakhethe withe the Bastarde, were arestede and 
brought befoT hym ; and ther was hangyd, drawene, and quarteryd^ 
one Fauntt of Caunterbury, that was lovynge to the Erie of 
Warwyke ; wfayche entreytede the Bastarde for to departe frome 
his oste ; and many dyrerae menne of (he cuntre were hanged 
and put to dethe. Aftere that, the Kynge roode unto Sanwyebe, 
and beside alle the Erie of Warwykes navy theie, that the 
Bastarde hade reule of, and toke the Bastard withe byme, and 
returned ageyne to Londone. And immediatly after that was the 
Lorde Denham and Sere Jhon Fog and dyrerse othere made com- 
myssionera, that satt uppone alle Kent, Sussex, sad f^aef, that 
were at the Blakhethe, and u{:^ne many othere th^t ^ere oojt 
there> for sow ntaime pay^ cc. marks, soow a G. poynu^ 
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more and some lesse, bo that it coste the poreat manne vij. '. 
whiche was no}t vorthe so myche, but was fayne to selle such'e 
clothinge as the! hade, and borowede the remanent, and laborede 
for it aftyrwarde ; and so the Kynge hade out of Kent myche goode 
and lytelle luff. Lo, what myschef groys after insuireccion ! ficc. i 
And in [the] same xj. yere of the Kynge, in the begynnynge of 
of Januarij, there apperyd the moste mervelous hlasynge sterre 
that hade bene Beyne. It aroose in the southe este, at ij. of the 
cloke at mydnyghte, and so contynuede a xij. nygbtes ; and it 
arose ester and ester, tille it aroose fidle este ; and rather, and 
rather ; and so whenne it roose playne est, it rose at x. of cloke 
in the nyght, and kept his cours flamynge westwarde overe Eng- 
londe ; and it hade a white flaume of fyre fervently brennynge, and 
it flammede endlonges fro the est to the weste, and nojt upryght, 
and a grete hole therin, whereof the flawme came oute of. And 
aftyre a yj. or ytj. dayes, it aroose nortb-est, and so bakkere and 
bakkere ; and so enduryd a xiiij. nygbtes, fulle lytelle chaungynge, 
goynge from the north-este to the weste, and some tyme it wulde 
seme aquenchede oute, and sodanly it brent fervently ageyne. 
And thenne it was at one tyme playne northe, and tbenne it 
compassede rounde aboute the lodesterre, for in the evynynge the 
blase went ageyns the southe, and in the momynge playne northe, 
and thenne afterwarde west, and ao more west, flaumyng up 
ryghte; and so the sterre contynuede iiij. wekys, tylle the xx. day 
of Peveryere ; and whenne it appered yest in tiie fyrmament, thenne 
it lasted alle the nyghte, somewhat discendyng withe a grettere 
smoke one the heyre. And some menne seyde tjiat the blassynges 
of the seide sterre was of a myle length. And a xij. dayes afore the 
vanyschynge therof, it appereryd in the evynynge, and was downe 
enone within two onres, and evyr of a colour pale stedfast ; and it 
kept his course rysynge west in the northe, and so every nyght, 
it apperide lasse and lasse tylle it was as lytelle as a hesylle styke; 
and so at the laste itwane8chedeawaythexx,dayof Februarij, And 
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some mennesude that this sterrewasseeneij.oriij. onres&for« the 
innne rysynge in Decembre, iiij. days before CrystynmasBe, in the 
south-vest; so by that reasoune it compassed rounde abowt« alle 
the erthe, alle vay chaungynge his cours, as ia afore reherside. 

And in the xij. yere of Kynge Edvarde, he tete calle a parleament 
to be holdene at Westmynstere, the qvhiche beganne the Tiij. day 
after Michaelmaase the same yere ; in qwicbe parleament vas a 
generalle resumpcion of alle lordschippes, tenamentes, and other 
possesions and feys grawntede be the Kynge, frome the fyrst day 
of his regne nnto ttie day aforeseid. Also ther was grauntyde, in 
the same parleamente, that the x. parte of every maniiys good,' 
londes, tenamentes, rentys, and feys, thmgheoute alle Englonde, 
the valowe therof as for a yere; and also a hole quyasyme 
amonge the comons, to be reysede, of goodes and catelle ; and 
also Ij. ul vij. c. ^. of money to be raysed, of alle mennys londes, 
goodes, and other possessions within the reame of Englonde. Also 
ther was grawntede to the Kynge by the spiritualte, in a eon- 
Tocacion two dymes and prestes marhes thuTghtoate alle Eng- 
londe : whiche alle was grauntede by the desyre of the Kyng, for 
he seide he wuld overe see and conquere his right and title in 
Frannce, Normandy, Gascoyne, and Guyane. 

Also in xiij. yere of Kynge Edwarde, ther wssagret bote Bomere, 
bothe for manne and beste ; by the whiche ther was gret dethe of 
menne and women, that in feld in harvist tyme men fylle downe 
sodanly, and nnyrersalle feveres, axes, and the blody flyx, in 
dyrerse places of Englonde. And also the bete was so grete, that 
it brent awey whete and alle other greynis and grease, in souths 
partyes of the worlde, in Spayne, Portyngale, Granade, and othere, 
&c. that a bowsahelle of whete was worthe xx. * ; and menne 
were fayne in that cuntre to yeve away titere childeryne for to 
fynde tJiem. But, blessede be Almyghty God, no suche derthe was 
no}t in Englonde, ne in Fraunce. 

Also in the same yere Womere watere ranne hugely, withe suche 
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aTrandaunce of watere, (hat nevyr manng sawe it renne' so rfioche 
i^ai^ this tyme. Womere is callede the woo watere : for Englysch- 
men, Whenne thei dyd ^st inhabyde this lond, also sone asf thei s6e 
this waterfi rehne, thei knewC Wele it was a tokene of derthe, or of 
pSstylenc^, or of grete batayle ; wherefor thei calletle it ifomere ; 
(Air we as ii\ Knglysche tonge woo, and mer6 is called watere, 
wUche signyfieth woo- watere ;) for alle that tyme thei iSawe it renne, 
thei knewe welle that woo was comynge to Englonde. And this 
WemCre ia vij. ihyle frome Sent Albons, at a place callede Marka- 
yate ; and this Wemere ranne at every felde afofe specifyede, and 
nevere so hugely as it dyd this yfire, and ranne stylle to the xlij. day 
<rf Jtihe ntatyere folowynge. Also ther has r6nne dyverse suche 
other watetes, that betokenethe lykewyse ; one at Lavesham in 
Kent, and another byside Canturbory called Naylborn^, and another 
irt Croydone in Suthsex, and another vij. myle a this Byde the castelle 
of Dodley, in the place called Hungerevale ; that whenne it be- 
tb!kefieibe batayle it rennys foule and trouble watere ; and whenne 
betokeh'yiihe der£he of' pestylence, it rennyth as clere as any watere, 
but: this yere it ranne ryght trouble and foule watere, &c. Also 
ther vi a pytte in Kent, in Langley Parke : ayens any batayle he 
wille be drye, and it rayne nevere so myche j and if ther be no 
batayle towarde, he willfe be fulle of watere, be it nevyre so drye 
a'wethyft';' and this yere he is drye, &c. Also this same yere, 
tfief' ffaS & ToyCe liryenge in the heyre, betwyx Laicetere and 
B^mbui^, uppon ttunmothe, and in dyverse othere places, herde' 
6 long tyme cryinge, " Bowes ! Bowes !" whicbe was herde of xl. 
menhe; and some menne saw that he that cryed soo was a hedlea 
manne'; and many other dyverse tokenes have be schewede in 
Elnglohd^ thirf yere, for amendyhge of mennys lyvynge. 

Also this yere, or a lyteUe before, George the Archehysshoppe of 
Yorite, and brother to the Erie of Warwyke, was withe Kynge Ed- 
warde at Wynsoure, and huntede, and hade there rygbte good chere, 
and 9iq[>porid he hade'^stoiid^ in grete favour with ^e Kynge : for the 
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Kynge seid to tlie myde Ardubysdiope that he vnld oome tor to 
hante and disporte withe hpae in his muiere at Mo(»« ; 
whereof he was ryghte gtade^ and toke his leve and went home 
to make ptirryaunce tiierfore; and fett oute of Londone, and 
dyrene other places, alle his plate and othere stuffe that he hade 
hyde after Bamet felde and Teukysbuiy feld; and also borowede 
more stu£P of other menne, and porveyde for the Kynge for two or 
i^. dayes for mete and drynke and logynge, and arayed as rychely 
and as plesaunUy as he coode. And the day afore the Kyng« 
•chnlde have comyae to the Archehysshoppe, to the seid manere 
of Moore, whiche the saide Ardiebiaahoppe hade purchasshed and 
byllede it ryghte comodiusly and plesauntly, the Kynge send a 
gentylman to the seide Archebisshoppe, and oommaundyd him to 
come to Wyndaoure to hyme ; and asone as he came he was aresfed 
and apeched of hye treysone, that he schuld helpe the Erie of 
Ozenforde ; and anone ryght he was put to warde. And fortbe- 
withe Sere William of Parre, knyghte, and Thomas Vagban, squyr^ 
withe othere many dyrerse gentilmenne and ytHnen, were sent to 
the sude manere of Moore ; and ther by the Kynges comawnde- 
meot seysede the seid manere into the Kynges bandes, and 
allfi the good that was therin, whiche was worthe xx, it'. \ or 
more, and alle other lordschippes and landes that the aeid bysshoppe 
hade withein Englonde, and alle his stuff and rycbesse withein 
alle his lordschippes ; and sent the same bisschoppe overe the see 
to Caleis, and from thens to the castelle of Hammys, and ther be 
was kepte presonere many a day ; and the Kynge alle that seasone 
toke the prophete of the Archebysshopperyche, &o. And anone 
after the Kynge brake the seyd Archebysschoppes mytere, in 
the whiche were folle many ryche stones and preciouse, and 
made therof a croune for hyme self. And alle his other juels, 
pUte, and stuff, the Kynge gaff it to his eldest sonne and heyr« 
Prynoe Edward: for the sayd Ardiebisshoppe hade be Chaun- 
Mlere of Gnglond many dayes, and he and his brotheres hade 
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the renle of the lande, and hade gaderyde grete rychesse many 
yeres, whiche in one day was lost ; and alle be the hye jugement 
of ryghtwianea (as many manne seide be hyml for his grete cOTe- 
touaenes, and had no pyte of Kynge Harry menne, and was cause of 
many mannys nndoynge for Kynge Edwardys sake, if he myghte 
gete any good by hym. Wherefore sucHe goodes as were gaderide 
wUh sytme, toere lotte vjith tortoe. And also menne supposid for 
canse be was duble to Kynge Herry, and kepte hym in Londone, 
where he wulde a be at Westmynstere, he hade a lettere send frome 
Kynge Edward to kepe hym oute of sanctuary, and he hade his 
charhire send hym ; where he had be a trewe manne to Kynge 
Herry, as the comons of Londone were, Kynge Edward hade not 
comene into Londone afore Barnet felde, &c. 

Also intheziij.yereof [the] regneof Kynge I^lwarde, Sere Jhon 
Veere, Erie of Oxenforde, that withdrewe hym firome Bsmet felde, 
and rode into Scottlondc;, and frome thens into Fraunce asailed, 
and ther he was worschipfolly received. And in the same yere he 
was in the see withe certeyne schippes, and gate grete good and 
rychesse, and afterewarde came into westecountre, and^ with a 
sotole poynte of werre, gate and enteryd Seynt Michaels Moimt 
in Comwayle^ a strange place and a mygty, and can no3t be 
geett yf it be wele Tytaled withe a fewe menne to kepe hit ; for xx". 
menne may kepe it ageyne alle the world. So the seyde Erie, withe 
TK^. score menne sare iij, the last day of Septemhre the yere afore 
Bcyd, enteryd fyrst into [the] seyd mount, and he and his menne 
came doone into cnntre nf Comwale, and hade riyhte good chere of 
the comons, &c. The Kynge and his coanselle aawe that therof 
myche harme myght growe, &c. ; comawndyd fiodrygan, scheff 
reolere of Comwayle, to besege the seid mount. And so he dyd ; and 
every day the Erie of Oxenfordes menne came doune undere trewis, 
spake with Bodrynghan and his menne; and at the laste the seid Erie 
lacked vytayle, and the seyde Bfidrygan sofiryd hyme to he vytailed ; 
and anone the Kynge was put in knowlache therof ; wherefor the 
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■eide Bodrygan wu diwhu^ed, and Richard Fortescu, tqnyere for 
the body, hy anctoryte of the Kynge, toke uppone honde to lay 
a^e to the forseide mount, &c. And so gret dyrernone roose 
betwyit Bodrygan and Fortewni, whiche Fortescn waa schrere of 
Comwayle,&c.; andtheseideFortesculeyedsege, ftcthexz. xiij^. 
day of Decembre the yere aforaeide; and for the most party 
every day echo of theme foughte withe othere, and the aeide 
Erles menne kyUed dyrerse of Fortesca menne ; and som tyme 
whenne thei hade welle y-foughte, thei wulde take a trewis for one 
day and a night, and some tyme for two or thre dayes, &c. In the 
vhiche trewes eche one of them spake and comaunde with other. 
The Kynge and his connselle sent unto dyrerse that were with 
the Erie of Ozenforde prevely there pardonea, and promysede to 
them grete yefles and landea and goodes, by the whiche dyvwse 
of dtem were tnmed to the Kynge ayena the Erie ; and so in 
conclonone the Erie hade nojt passynge ane viij. or ix. menne 
that wolde holde withe bym ; the whiche was the undoynge of 
the Erie. For ther is proverbe and a aeyenge, that a catteUe 
that tpekythe, and a wonume that wiile here, thei wUle be gotene 
bothe ! for menne that bene in a castelle of warr, that wille speke 
and entrete withe ther enemyes, the condusione therof [is] the 
losynge of the castelle ; and a womanne that wille here foly spokyne 
unto hyre, if sche assent n03t at one tyme, sche wille at another* 
And BO this proverbe was prerede trewe by the seide Erie of Ozen- 
forde, whiche was hyne to yelde up the s^yde mount, and put hyme 
in the Kynges grace ; if he hade no}t do so, his owne menne wulde 
have brought hym oute. And so Fortesca enterd into the aeyd 
mount, the xv. day of Februarij. the yere afore sayde, in the whiche 
was vytayle enogh tylle midsomere aftere. And so was the Erie 
aforseyd, the Ixirde Bemonde, two brotheres of the seide Erles, 
and Thomas Clyfforde, brought as a presonere to the Kynge; 
and alle was donae by ther oon (foly, &c

p. 1, /. 1.— The Warkwortb Chronicle, in Bcnurd'i Cfttilogiw of 
the Peterhonie manuscripts, taken from James's Eclogte, is nnm- 
bered— 230. It may be as well to observe that John Bagford men- 
tions a contemporary Chronicle in English MS. of the events of the 
commencement of Edward's reign, in HS. Tann. Bodl. 463. 

Z. 3, — M the eoronaofmu. King Edward was crowned in West- 

minster Abbey, on the 29th of Jose 1461. Warkwm-th's first paiaage 
is both imperfect and incorreel, and would form a rery bad specimen 
of the value of the mbseqnent portions of his narrative ; yet we find 
it transferred to the Chionide of Stowe. It mnst, bowevar, be re< 
garded rather as a memorandnm of the varions creations to the peer- 
age made during Edward's reign, than as a part of the chronicle, 
Not even the third peerage menticmed, the Earldom of Xorthnm- 
berland, was conferred at tho CtHunation, but by ptient dated 27 
Hay 1464: and the mly two Earldoms bestowed in Edwutl's firat 
year (and probably at the Coronation) were, the Earldom of Essex, 
conferred on Heiuy Visconnt Boorehier, Earl of En in Normandy, 
who had mBiried the King's aont, the Frinceia Isabel of York ; and 
the Earldom of Kent, conferred on William Neville, Lord Eaaoon- 
berg, one of King Edward's generals at Towlon. Hie former orea- 
ion ii mentioned by Warkwortb lower down ra his list ; the latter is 
omitted altogether. — J. 6. N. 

1. 6. — Tltt Lord MoMagu. " And then Kyng Edward, conci- 

dering the greate feate doon by (be said Lord Montagi, nude bym 
Erie of Northnmberlond ; and in ^nly next folsvyng th'Erle of 
Warwyk, with th'nyd^ of the aald £flB of Nwthiunberlaiid, gale 
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agayn th« cactell of Bambonigh, wheryn wu taken Sir Ruif Gray, 
vhich wid Ser Raaf was after hebedid and qnartred at York. Also, 
in this yere, (he first day of May, the Kycg wedded Dame Elizabeth 
Oray, late wif nnlo the lord Gray of Groby, and doaghter to the 
Lord Ryrers."

Ryvers ; and her brother Anthony married to the heiress of Scales, 
ui whose righthewassnmmoned to Parliament as a Baron. — J. G. N.

At Bolton, in the ssme neighbourhood, after describ- 
iag a Tory ancient hall, and its oanopy over the high table, Dr. Whit- 
■ker adds, " In this very hail, and probably under the same canopy, 
that nnhappy monarch ate the bread of affliction during a retreat, as 
it ia reported by tradition, of several months. An adjoining well 
retains the name of King Harry, who is said to have directed it to 
be dng and waliad. In ila present shape, for a cold bath," It is at 
Bolton where there are still preserved three relies of King Henry, 
a boot, a glove, and a spoon ; figures of which are engraved in the 
Gentleman's Haguine for June 1786, and again in the HiMory of 
Craven, p. 106. The boot and glove are remarkably small, and show, 
in Dr. 'Whitaker's words, that " iu an age when the habits of the 
great, in peace as well as wu-, reqnired perpetnal exertions of bodily 
■trength, this nnhappy prince mnst have been equally eontempUble 
from oorparal and firom mental imbecility," — J. G. N.

p. 282, for the confession of Sir Robert Welles, which throws rery 
considerable light on this history. It appears that the Dnke of 
Clarence took a much more active part in the conspiracy than is 
generally supposed ; that the motive which actuated the multitude 
was cbiefiy the fear of the King's vengesnce; that a servant of 
Clarenoe's was in the battle, and afforded Welles considerable aasist- 
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tance; that vlien' Lord Welles vent to LoDdon pnrsntuit to the 
King'g coDiinandB, he desired his son, in the erent of his hearing that 
he was in danger, to hasten to his assistance with as many followers 
as possible ; that the real object of the rebellion was to place the 
crown on Clarence's head ; and that both Clarence and Warwick 
had, for some time, been urging Lord Welles, and bis son, to con- 
tinue firm to their cause. 

The following documents are given from the Close Rolls of 10 
Edw. IV. (m. 8. dorso.) and are valuable illustrations of the history 
of this insurrection.

said Rebelles, wolle, and in the most strailest wise chargeth, that 
noon of his subgettea presume, ne take uppon hym, to ryse, ne make 
any assemble or gadering, by reason of any of the seid commissions 
or writings, ne be moeving, steryng, writing, or commaundement 
made, or hereafter to be made, by any persons or persones of wh^ 
estate, degree, or condition sooever he be of, lease than hit bee by the 
Kioges commission, Prive Seal, or writyng under his signet, of new 
to be made aftir this the xiij. day of Marche. .4nd if any persone or 
persones presume, or take uppon theyra or hym, to doe the contrary

hereof, Our Said SoTeraigne Lord woll repute and take hym and 
them soo doyng as his ennemyea and Rebelles, and wool precede 
to their lawfvll Pnnycion in the moat streiteat wiae, according to his 
LawM and Statutes in snch case ordeyned.

other things concerning the snertie of his persone ; and, in trust that 
they soo wold hare done according to their promissea to hym made, 
his said Highness anctorized theym by his commiasion nndre hia 
grete aeal to assemble his subgetts in certain shires, and theym to 
hare brought to bis said Highnes, to the entent aforesaid ; yet the 
said Due and Erie, nnnatnrally, unkindly, and untruly intending 
his destruction and the aubTeraioa of bis resume, and the common- 
wele of the aame, and to make the said Duke King of this bis said 
Reanme, ayenst Gods law, mannes law, and all reason and oonscience, 
dissimiled with his seid Highness, and, under colour thereof, lalsly 
and traiteroDsIy provoked and stnred, aa well by their writinge as 
otherwise, Sir Robert Wellea, late calling himselfe Great Capitayne 
of the Commons of the seid shire of Lincolne, to continue the said 
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inBorrectioiia and rebelliona, uid to lerea wuro »yentt hym, ai they, 
by the same, soe dyd with bannen displayed, aTaancing theymielfe 
in plain batayJle, unto the time his said HighnoBse, by the help of 
Ood, put them to flight ; wherein the (aid Doc and Erie promitted 
to the said Sir Robert and CommoDS to have yeven them their assis- 
tences to the nttermost of their powers, and aoo wolde hare done, if 
God ne had yeven unto hym the said viutorie, a« the same Sir 
Robert WellBS, Sir Thomas de la Laund, Richard Wareyn, and 
other have openly confessed and shewed before bis seid Highnes, the 
Loides of his blood, and the nnltitude of his rabgettis attending 
vpon hym in his boat at this tyme ; which Sir Robert Welles, and 
the said other pety capitaynes, affirmed to be tme at their dethea, 
nnoompelled, unstirred, or nndeaired soo to doo ; and as by the con- 
fession of the said Robert Welles, made under his writing and signe 
manuell, it apperith. And after that the said Duo and Erie, under- 
standing and seing that this ther seid laboars wold not serve to the 
perfonnnyng of their fals and trailerons purpose afore declared, 
laboured by their writings and messages sent into Vorkeabire into 
divera persons there, thejm atraitly charging to doo make open pro- 
elamatioDS in their owne names, without making mention of hia aeid 
Highnes, that all maner men upon peyn of deth shuld come unto 
tfaeym, and yeve theym their asaistenoes in reaieting of hym ; where- 
upon hia seid Highnes sent nnto the said Duo and Erie, by Garter 
King of Armea, sommoniciou and wamyng of their said accusations 
lutdir his prive seal, straitly charging theym to come unto his said 
Highnes, restmably aocompaoyed according to their estates and de- 
grees, to answer unto their said accosatioiu ; which to doo they pre- 
sumptiously refused, and withdrew themseife, and Aed with their 
feladiip into Lancashire ; soo as hie said Highness with bis host fu* 
lak of ritaill might not fcdlow them, to the intent that they might 
gadre his snbgettes in gretter ncHubre, and to be able to performe 
their said fals and traiterons purpose and entent; for the which 
ea«Ma they bate deserred to be published as fola traitonrs and re* 
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bellM, and to hire the uttermoit pnuition of the Ut ; yet, nstbeleise, 
oar said SoTeraigne Lord conaidering the nighnesa of blood that they 
be of unto him, and the tendre lore which he hath afore time borne 
to tbeym, were therefore loth to lese theym, if they wold snbmitt 
tbeym to his graoe, and pTit hym in snertie of their good demeaning 
hereafter. 

" Wherefore our said Sorereigne Lord woll, and in the siost itraitest 
wyae ehai^th, the aaid Due and Erie, that they, in their peraones, 
eome in hnmhle and obeysant wyte, and appier afore his Highnea 
the xxviij, day of this present month of March, Wednesday next, or 
afore, irheresoever he than shall be, to answer unto the said accnaa- 
tiooB : whioh if they woll aoo doo, and oonu declare tbeymselfe nat 
guilty, hia Highness woll be thereof right glad, and hare hem in his 
graoe and (iivmir ; and if they refuse thna to doo, then onr said Sore- 
raigne Lord repnteth, taketh, and declareth thaym as his rebelles 
and traitoores, willing and straitly chai^ag all hia anbgetts to doe 
the same, and that noon of hia snbgetta from that time forth receire 
theym, ae eyther of theym ayd, fitronr, or aaaist with mete, drink, 
ne money, or otherwise, ue noon other persone which, after the said 
Doc a»d Erie have refnsed to come to our said Soverain Lord tui is 
aforesaid, ahydeth with thaym, or aydeth theym, or aaaiateth in any 
wise ; bat that erery of the King's eubgetla putte hem in effeotuell 
derir to take the said Doc and Erie, and all other aoo abyding with 
theym, or aiding or aasisting theym, as is aboreaaid, and theym 
•Kerly brug to hia Uighnes nppon peyn of deth ; And ha that taketh 
and bringeth the said Duo or Erie shall hare for his reward, to hym 
and his heires, aa C. li. worth of hia kmd of yerely ralae, (^ Ml li. 
in redy money, at hia election ; and for a knyght xx.li. worth of hia 
load, or C. marc in money ; and for a sqnyer x. Ii> worth of his lond, 
or zl, li. in money ; and orer that camra oar said soreraigaie Lord to 
hare hym and theym aoo doing in the man tendre faronr of bis good 
grace at all tymes hereafter.

In the Issue Rolls of the Exchequer, we find money paid to Hugh 
Brice OD the 24tb of Jane for the expenses of Henry's funeral, for 
conveying his body from the Tower to St. Paul's, and from thence to 
Cbertsey. From these and several other statements of expeuces in 
the same rolls, it fully appears that every respect wss paid to the 
corpse ; bat Mr. Devon has attempted to draw from this an argament 
for the natural death of the King, not taking into consideration that 
the very fact of much attention having been paid to bis funeral obse- 
qnies would render it more than probable that it was done to conceal 
the appearance of any hostile feeling : had Henry died a natural 
death, it appears to me that the haste of Edward's departure into 
Kent, and the length of time necessarily elapsing before be could 
have become acquainted with the news, would have almost rendered 
any definite orders for his funeral next to impossible.
